A Plot Whlob, It Saeeenfnl, Would Have De- 
stroyed a Vast Amount of Property and 
Hnman Iitfe— Fifteen Tonsand Barrels oi

Cuu Aoo, Dec. 10. —.-V most dastardly 
attempt to destroy a large amount of 
property, if not human life, was porputrat- 
od at tho distillery of H. 11. Shufoldter, 
Larabee street and Hawthorne avenue 
this mornhig. At 6;1B o'clock tho vicinity 
was startled by a trcmtnidous explosion. 
Laboring mon who wore getting their 
breakfasts t urnod to the street, and wonion 
and children who had nol yet left their 
bods, liaslily threw on a few clothes and 
followed tho men to tlui sidewalk. Win- 
dow glass rattled down on to the street 
from, <il\« vi^rioua buildings on Larabee 
street and Chicago, avenue. The 
people stood about with Wanohed 
cheeks, not kiiowiug Vhixih way 



to turn. Investigation brought 
out thu fact that an explosion had taken 
place in the store-room for high wines at 
the distillery. There was a great jagged 
hole in the roof; barrels of high wine Imd 
been knocked about |)r«misciiiiiisly, while 
the floor was strewn with ilfhri.i. 'fhe 
A'alchmaii, with others, then asei'inled to 
thu roof of the building. It is a oiie-storey 
brick atrnclure, with llai mul, fronting on 
Hawthorne Avenue. About six or eight 
feet from a large hole lay a package, and 
an examination showed it to bo a parcel 
containing seven sticks of dynamite, four- 
teen inches long, lopped .villi ful- 
minating cajia, and out of the 
end was a partially burned fiiseo 
'I'ho roof haa many sk\-lighls in it. 'fhe 
Ihenry of Lynch, of tho linn, is tluiU 
Boiiio one bad thrown the dynamite pack- 
ages on the roof, hoping they would 
smash through the skylights down into 
the atnrerootna. There weru 16,000 bar- 
rels of whiskey in tho stororooma, and 
had they been ignited, a lerrililo tife 
would have reaulteil. l''or many mmiths 
the lirm has been lighting the whiskey 
trust, and while moiitioning no name, 
Mr. Lynch is puraiiing his invostigiitions 
in that direction. The police suspect 
anarchists.

Now, with less disturbances than then, 
and the population reduced to 4,730,000, 
the cost of the police is $1,460,000 per 
annum.

He hoped to bo able to 
restore tho relations between police and 
peo|)lu as they were before they were per- 
verted by the Paniellites.
